:Jn May, :192S, the Oklahoma Gas 


end Electric company acquired from 
the Baeur organizations its electric, 
ice, and gas properties tri this and 
In five othur neighboring counties. 
The new. company began at once to 
runke a survey to ascertain what im- 
provements would bo necessary to 
render the best service possible-in 
Its new territory. This company was 
already serving about seventy towns 
In the state, situated for the most 
part In the Arkansas rlvey valley, 
nnd extending from Fort Smith, 
Ark,, in a northwesterly direction 
to Lament, Okla., which is about 
40 miles north of Enid, and as far 
west as Wutonga, «ixl from there 
sought as far as Noble, Okla. These 
seventy towns were interconnected 
by a transmission system which also 
connected large power plants already 
in. service, and still larger plants 
then under construction. The large 
plants in service were at Fort Smith 
Muskogee. Sapulpa, Sand 
Springs, 


Enid and Oklahoma City, besides 
many other smaller plants. There 
was at that time a larger power 
house uuder construction on the 
Grand river* near Muskogee which 
was put in service on about Janu- 
ary 1, and another plant equally 
as large which is still under con- 
struction at Harrah, Okla. 


In order to augment the source of 


power in this local territory and to 
give it the advantage of the large 
power plants in the old system, it 
was decided to connect the two 
transmission systems so that elec- 
tric.ty generated In any plant in the 
•state would be available to every 
town in the state served by the 
company.

The first connection, that will be| 


made between the systems will be | 
by.a 63000 volt line extending north 
from the Byng pqwer plant to the 
Harr&h power plant, This line is 
being connected as far 
north 
as 


Shawnee. It will ,bo completed and 
connected with Harrah within about 
thlr.ty days. 


A new ^3000 volt line has been 


built from the Byng plant south to 
Ada. The copper wire has been re- 
placed by larger wlro and the- line 
has been rebuilt from Ada south 
to Roff. 


: 
New TJyng Substation, 


—A new substation lias been built 
at the Byng plant and was con- 
nected to the Ada line on Saturday, 
April 1". A new 33000 volt line has 
been built from Pauls Valley thru 
Wynnewood to Sulphur, and new 
substations built in Pauls Valley, 
Wynnewood, and Sulphur. A new! 
63000 volt line has been built from | 
the Byng power plant north to Maud 
and the old line has been rebuilt 
and the two will be interconnected. 
A new 33000 volt'line has been 
built east from the llaud substation 
through Wewoka to !HoldenvUle, nnd 
new substations built at Maud, We- 


woka, and Holdeuvllle. .All of these 
substations are equipped with auto 
matic switches so that an interrupt- 
ion iu any section of the line 
automatically cut out that section 
without disturbing the service In 
any Qther section. Under .the old-sys- 
tem the lines-served by the Byng 
plant* were connected through the 
game switch so that any interrupt- 
ion ou the line affected the entire 
system. As-.soon as the new arrange-1 
ment Is completed, current from all 
of the plants will be available In 
this territory so that the service 
here will not be Interrupted by any 
tvouble that might occur at the 
Byng plant. A new 13000 volt line 
has recently been completed and put 
in service' from Sulphur to Dough- 
erty. 


New Boilers at Byng. 


New boilers have been Installed In 


the Byng plant that have increased 
the output capacity of that plant 
by SOOO KW. 


The distribution system In the 


town of Sulphur is now being com- 
pletely rebuilt. 
The 
distribution 


system -a Wewoka is also being 
rebuilt. The distribution systems In 
all of the oth-er towns are being 
more or les improved. A new distri- 
bution system was built in the town 
of Hickory and service begun there 
in the month of January of this 
year.

plants and transmission* systems, a 
new 20-ton ice plant is now under 
construction at Sulphur. This plant, 
is of the most modern type and will 
be electrically operated. It will be 
completed in time fer this season's 
business. 


An addition of 20 tons capacity 


Is beins added to the Holdenville 
ice plant. This plant Is also of mod- 
ern type and will be electrically 
operated. 


A new ice storage house has been 


constructed at Wewoka and will be 
cooled by an electrically driven re- 
friserution system. 


The improvements mentioned ure 


merely the high points in the con- 
struction 
and 
reconstruction pro- 


•gratn of the 
Oklahoma, Gas and 


Electric company in this territory. 
They arc supplemented by innumer- 
able other improvements necessary 
ot bring the system as a whole up 
to a standard of economical and 
efficient operation. During this work 
of construction and reconstruction 
some interruptions of service have 
been unavoidable 
while 
changes 


were being made from the old to 
the ne\v system. The company's pa- 
ti-ons generally seem to have under- 
stood 
these conditions and

been extremely patient and consid- 
erate, I. N. Garrison, district mana- 
ger said.

Ko reliance is to be placed 
on such estimates expressed by any 
other than oco who kinows from .ac- 
tual measurements with a gradometer. 


Approaching an asceht the grade 


naturally appears steeper than it ac- 
tually Is. This, coupleti-with the per- 
formance of tho individual car which 
may or may not make, the- grade- lrt 
high.gear gives rise to" an incorrect 
estimate of the percentage of the 
grade. 


Many motorists do not understand 


the process by which the designation 
of a grade percentase is arrived at, 
believing that a £0 per-.cent grade, for 
Instance, Is one which , rises at un 
angle of £0 degrees from the hori- 
zontal This Is erroneous. 


How to Find Percentage. 


The designation of 20 per cent to a 


grade menus that in -the grade there 
Is a perpendicular rise <5f 20 feet In 
100 horizontal feet. In other words, 
to generalize the numerical percentase 
of a grade Indicates that number of 
feet perpendicular rise 'in 100 hori- 
zontal feet. In relation, to decrees it 
will be found that a grade percentage 
properly arrived at in this way forms 
an angle equal to about one-half of 
the angle formed when the numerical j 
expression is taken to mean degrees. | 
Definitely, n SO .per cent grade Is 
about one-half ns steep as the grade 
formed by a 30-de.sree angle from the 
horizontal. 


The steepest grade on which a car 


can obtain traction is -13 per cent, and 
this Is a very stiff grade, Indeed. 
Ye-a 


can be reasonably certain tlmt if yen 
have estimated a grade as DO or oo 
per cent and your car pulls it in high 
gear that your estimate of the road's 
steepness Is probably double o:1 even 
more than it actually 'is.

Those -who bar-: T>een struggling 


to exist under taxation on the var- 
ious necessities and pleasures of life 
may add another burden to their 
forgetfulness, County Commissioners 
warned Saturday after full infor- 
mation had been forwarded them 
irom the state highway department 
on the text of Senate Bill No. 140, 
taxing delinquent auto license ap- 
plicants. 


The forgetful one will be charg- 


ed ten cents for every day after 
March 31 that his auto license ap- 
plication is delinquent until that 
amount reaches the original fee for 
the license. 


County commissioners predicted 


that hundreds of dollars would be 
brought into the county treasury 
from that means alone, since a large 
percent of auto owners are still de- 
linquent in their payment of auto 
tag fees. 


Auto own,ers are confronted with 


a stone wall in any inclination they 
might have in dodging the penalty 
fee since the penalty fee must be 
sent -in with the application for li- 
cense' from the' state, thereby forc- 
ing the auto owner to deal direct- 
ly with the state department,in ap- 
plying for license. : 


The Senate bill governing delin- 


quency in auto tax license also em- 
powers the sheriffs of the counties 
of the state with charges to appre- 
hend auto owners who have not 
paid auto license fees. The- enforce- 
ment of the auto tax license collec- 
tion reverting from the hands of a 
special commission and 
going- di- 


rectly to the sheriffs of counties.
